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1 . AS A RESULT OF RECENT REVIEW OF ACE CCIS STATUS 
AND PLANS AT VARIOUS NATO COMMANDS (CONDUCTED BY

OUR RECOMMENDATIONS FOR YOUR FUTURE GUIDANCE. THIS 
MESSAGE IS AN UPDATE OF POLICY GUIDANCE CONTAINED REFTEL. 

2. WE ARE DISMAYED AT THE SLOW PROGRESS OF APPROVING

THE PROPOSED 55 WEEK AWARD CYCLE. OUR FEAR IS THAT 
BY THE TIME THE CONTRACTOR IS FINALLY PRODUCING 
INTERFACE CRITERIA, TOO MANY SYSTEMS WILL BE INSTALLED 
AND OPERATING AND WILL NOT INTEROPERATE. 
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4. THE NAVEUR TERMINAL AT AFSOUTH SHOULD BE FULLY 
SUPPORTED. THIS SIMPLE INTERIM SOLUTION ENABLES 

THE NATO COMMANDERS TO CONNECT WITH THE MEDITERRANEAN
